All the frauds have not been 
investigated. nor all the evidence for the | 
indictment of the guilty collected, Work 
yet remains to be done and it should be 
undertaken by the next Grand-jury un- 
der more auspicious-conditions. The way 
has been opened and ample warning of 
the difficulties to be encountered has 
been given, 

The part of the report relating to the 
conduct of the police is unsatisfactory. 
There is a manifest effort to criticise 
police misconduct under cover of expla- 
nation and apology and an insinuation 
of partisan work. In the matter of the 
transfer of police officers to new pre- 
cincts, which the Grand-jury condemns, 
it will be remembered that this was done 
because of a Republican outcry against 
permitting the officers to serve in their ac- 
customed precincts on the ground that 
they would discriminate in favor of 
Democrats whom they knew. If the 
change was an error of judgment it was 
committed in response to a demand for 
non-partisan action. 

It is not becoming in the Grand-jury 
to intimate, explain or apologize. It 
should expose wrong-doing and indict, if 
possible. It has no business to insinuate 
wrong-doing where there is, not evidence 
of it. The remarks in the repo®t about 
non-partisan’ police are sound, and if 
there has been partisanship in the man- 
agement. of the police the people of St. 
Louis want the facts. | 
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THE TEOLL INDICTMENT. 


The corrupt practices act has an im- 
portant bearing on the indictment of 
Sheriff-elect Troll for bribery.

The importance of the case as afford- 
ing a test of the corrupt practices act 
cannot be overestimated. The trial 
should be conducted with the greatest 
care and watchfulness. The conviction 
of Sheriff-elect Troll will give oppor- 
tunity to enforce every provision of the 
law @irected against the corrupt use of 
money in elections by candidates. 

The full enforcement of this law 
against an offending candidate would be 
of great value in future elections in this 
city and State. It would be an im- 
pressive warning which is badly needed. 
No energy or means should be spared in 
the endeavor to enforce the law. 
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THE CARNEGIE FULL.
